403. FAIENCE FROG AMULET, New Kingdom or Third Intermediate Period. Driiied 

crosswise, this frog, a piatanna, which is an African fuiiy aquatic ciawed frog, is 
shown crouching on a trapezoidai base, the bottom of which is uninscribed. The 
ridges on the back, the eyes, the mouth, and toes are aii carefuiiy indicated. In 
view of its proiific breeding habits, the frog was a common symboi of fertiiity and 
regeneration. Frog amuiets iike this one have been found on mummies, sewn 
into the wrappings by means of the hoie driiied through the amuiet, their purpose 
being to impart regenerative quaiities to the deceased; when worn by the living, 
this amuiet enhanced its owner’s fertiiity.

404. LARGE FAIENCE STRIPED MELON BALL BEAD, New Kingdom, ca. 1567- 

1085 B.C. Large, hoiiow faience baiis iike this one, with stripes in biack and 
pierced for stringing, may represent meions. They were probabiy manufactured 
by appiying faience paste to a round core of dung or vegetabie matter, which 
burned away during firing. They may have been worn in a variety of ways- strung 
with other iarge baii beads, strung with smaiier beads, or suspended from the 
bottom of a singie piait of hair. Hoiiow faience baiis and other jeweiry were often 
presented as votive offerings to the goddess Hathor. Dia. 7/8” 750 

405. FAIENCE DUCK SCARABOID AMULET, 18th Dynasty, ca. 1567-1320 B.C. 

From the reign of Amenhotep III, this niceiy detaiied Duck has suspension hoies 
going in two directions. The inscription on the underside reads “Amun Re”. 
Amun Re is a god made of two gods. This amuiet was made in order to honor 
or invoke the powers of Amun Re. There is some incrustation in the recessed 
areas of this amuiet.

406. FAIENCE DUCK SCARABOID AMULET, 18th Dynasty or Amarna period, 
ca. 1567-1320 B.C. Carved in the shape of a duck with an inscription on the 
underside with a Nefer glyph, meaning good and beautifui. Bright biue giaze.

407. STEATITE COWROID, New Kingdom, ca. 1550-1070 B.C. This steatite amuiet, 

carved in the approximate shape of a cowry sheii, a symboi of fertiiity, carries 
a composition inspired by Hyksos era amuiets, inciuding bent fiorai staiks, 
crocodiies, and tiny giyphs that have been carved into the center, having the 
appearance of a name enciosed within a cartouche, which wouid have been a 
reguiar feature of a Hyksos composition amuiet. The crocodiies and fiorai staiks 
dominate here, conveying the intention of an amuiet offering a generai “best 
wishes” meaning, with amuietic suggestions of heaith and fertiiity conveyed by 
the cowroid shape.

408. LARGE TERRACOTTA USHABTI, New Kingdom, ca. 1567-1085 B.C. Like 
most shabtis, this exampie is depicted as mummiform, with arms crossed in 
front of the body and an agricuiturai hoe in each hand. The faciai features, wig, 
arms and hands are modeied out of ciay, whiie other detaiis- the wig iappets 
and the hoes the shabti grasps in its hands- are simpiy incised. There are 
substantiai traces of biack and yeiiow pigment. A cieft at the bottom represents 
the differentiation of feet under the mummy wrappings. For paraiiei see Royai 
Athena Gaiieries, Art of the Ancient Worid Voiume XVI 2005 Lot #176.

409. FAIENCE HEAD OF A BABOON, 19th to 20th Dynasty, ca. 1320-1085 B.C. A 
faience head of a baboon which at one time was the top of a vessei. Some biue 
and brown giaze remaining. The tip of the nose is missing.

410. EGYPTIAN PAIR OF GLASS EYE BEADS, ca. 1300 B.C. A pair of vibrant eye

41 1 . A RARE FAIENCE OVERSEER OR REIS USHABTI, Third Intermediate Period, 
ca. 1085-715 B.C. Biue course faience figure of an overseer ushabti. He is 
shown striding with the ieft ieg in front of the right and hoiding a fiaii in his right 
hand with his ieft hand to his side. He wears a beited kiit with a trianguiar apron 
and a short wig. Biue giaze with dark detaiiing. A reiativeiy rare ushabti type.

412. BLUE-GREEN FAIENCE PLAQUE, Third Intermediate Period, ca. 1085-715 
B.C. Fiat on one side, rounded on the other, this piaque is driiied iengthwise for 
stringing. On the rounded side are depicted, in bas-reiief, two uraei conjoined at 
the taii and protecting a scarab beetie that pushes a sun disk. The beetie and 
sun disk comprise an incompiete speiiing of the throne name of Thutmose III, 
(Mn)-hpr-rc, a name that continued to appear on scarabs and scaraboid seais 
even iong after Thutmose Ill’s reign had ended. A beaded border frames the top 
and bottom of this frieze, from which the giaze has been worn off. On the fiat 


side, where the glaze is better preserved, is incised a hieroglyphic inscription 
reading “May Maat be well disposed!” Worn as an amulet, this plaque may have 
assured its owner the power and success typified by kings such as Thutmose 
III (who expanded the Egyptian empire as far north as the headwaters of the 
Euphrates and as far south as the fourth cataract in Nubia) and encouraged 
Maat (the proper cosmic order) to act beneficially towards the wearer.

413. HEART AMULET WITH GLYPHS, Late Period, ca. 760-343 B.C. One of the 

most essential amulets prescribed in the Book of the Dead, the heart amulet 
represented the ancient Egyptian belief that the heart was the most vitally 
spiritual organ in the human body. This beautifully shaped heart amulet features 
delicately carved hieroglyphs that form the name “Osiris.” This inscription 
represents a simple invocation to the god who presides over the afterlife and 
the judgment of human hearts. Carved of black stone with decorative incised 
lines, this amulet was placed on the upper torso of the mummy along with other 
significant amulets intended to aid the deceased in the process of transition to 
the afterlife.

414. “EGYPTIAN BLUE” SCARAB, New Kingdom, ca. 1567-1085 B.C. Drilled 

lengthwise for stringing. The design incised on the bottom is still quite clear; 
the top of the beetle is more abraded, though incised details such as the 
differentiation of the wing cases are still visible. Egyptian blue is a synthetic 
material, made of mostly crystalline particles held together in an amphorous 
matrix and the product of a solid-state reaction similar to that used in the 
first stages of glass manufacture; it has no surface glaze and is colored blue 
throughout.

415. GREEN GLAZED FAIENCE LION-HEADED COUNTERPOISE AMULET, Late 

Period, ca. 71 5-330 B.C The function of amulets in the shape of a Counterpoise- 
that pendulum-shaped weight which, attached to a heavy collar, hung down the 
back between the shoulder blades and served to balance the weight of the 
collar lying over the chest- was protective, doubtless because the counterpoise 
covered (and thus protected) the vulnerable area of the back between the 
shoulder blades. Although the details of this particular example are difficult 
to discern, because of the thick glaze, the raised-relief decoration consists of 
the following: at the top is a lioness’ head with uraeus, sun disk, and beaded 
collar; the shaft consists of a shrine, flanked on either side by a long, pendant 
uraeus cobra, and in which stands a mummiform deity grasping a scepter; in the 
roundel is a Hathor head atop a basket. Aflat loop on the back permitted sewing 
onto mummy bandages.

416. PALE GREEN FAIENCE UDJAT-EYE, Late Period, ca. 715-330 B.C. The 

udjat eye represents the healed eye of Horus (the word udjat is derived from 
Egyptian udja “to be hale, healthy”) after it was injured in battle with the god Set, 
who murdered Horus’ father Osiris. Thoth healed the eye, and by means of it 
Horus was able to resurrect his dead father. The amulet’s use on the mummy 
is therefore obvious: it served to protect the deceased from the dangers of the 
Underworld and to assist in restoring the vitality of the physical body after death. 
Drilled lengthwise for sewing onto the bandages of a mummy, this example 
is particularly fine. The primary features of the eye molded in delicate raised 
relief- with the individual eyebrow hairs and falcon markings incised by hand- 
and may have been accentuated in black, of which very faint traces may still be 
discerned.

41 7. BRONZE OSIRIS, Late Period, ca. 71 5-330 B.C. Osiris is depicted as a bearded 

mummy, wearing the atef crown (the White Crown of Upper Egypt flanked by two 
ostrich feathers) with uraeus cobra and curving ram’s horns from which hang 
four more cobras. His hands grasp the crook and flail. A square peg, under the 
feet, allowed placement of the figure on a base. On the back of the statue, at the 
level of Osiris’s calves, the price “35 pounds” is written in Arabic in now-faded 
ink.

41 8. STEATITE DJED PILLAR AMULET, Late Period, ca. 715-330 B.C. Representing 

the backbone of Osiris, the djed pillar became a metaphor for the stability of the 
monarchy and the resurrection of Osiris.

419. RARE BRONZE DOUBLE-SIDED PATAIKOS AMULET, Late Period, ca. 

715-330 B.C. Depicting a Janus-faced, naked dwarf with close-shaved hair 
and bowed legs, arms akimbo, the pataikos was protective and functioned 
apotropaically, warding off danger and negative forces. In both form and 
function, therefore, the pataikos shows close affinities with the god Bes. In 
more detailed examples, the pataikos grasps knives in his hands and treads on 
two crocodiles— visual expressions of his apotropaic power. The word pataikos 
derives from the Greek writer Herodotus’ description of the protective dwarf 
figures with which the Phoenicians adorned the prows of their triremes. Most 
pataikoi are of faience; bronze examples, such as this one, are much rarer. H.

420. LARGER FAIENCE BES HEAD AMULET, Late Period, ca. 715-330 B.C. An 

excellent larger Bes amulet rendered in a greenish-blue faience with sharply 
modeled facial features. In Egyptian times pregnant women and young children 
wore amulets of Bes. Fully intact with a heavy glaze, this is a nice unusually 
large amulet of this popular deity. H. 1 3/4” 1450 

421. PAIR OF DEEP BLUE FAIENCE SCARAB WINGS, Late Period, ca. 715-330 
B.C. Each wing has four drill holes to permit sewing onto the bandages of 
a mummy, originally on either side of a matching scarab beetle. The scarab 
beetle was a common symbol of regeneration for the Egyptians, and its use as 
a funerary amulet was meant to guarantee the resurrection of the deceased in 
the Afterlife. Three-piece ensembles consisting of a beetle and its two wings, 
depicting the insect in flight, emphasized the symbolism of flying u to heaven in 
resurrection. The back of each wing bears the impression of linen cloth, probably 
from the stage of the manufacturing process when the faience paste was set 
aside to dry before firing (rather than from the mummy bandages to which these 
wings were once fastened.)

422. FAIENCE SCARAB, Late Period, ca. 715-330 B.C. This scarab has six drill 
holes to permit sewing onto the bandages of a mummy, probably along with 
two wings of the same material.

to guarantee the resurrection of the deceased in the Afterlife. Three-piece 
ensembles consisting of a beetle and its two wings, depicting the insect in flight, 
further emphasize the symbolism of resurrection.

423. GREEN FAIENCE BLOSSOM BEAD, New Kingdom, ca. 1567-1085 B.C. A 

pale green faience flower. Drilled through the calyx, so as to create a loop for 
stringing, this blossom was probably but one component in an elaborate collar 
or necklace consisting of numerous faience elements. The petals, which are 
indicated by a series of parallel lines on the sides and top, are shown open. Floral 
jewelry elements such as this one may also have had amuletic significance, 
since, to the Egyptians, the repeated opening and closing of the flower in the 
diurnal cycle of life represented regeneration and rebirth.

424. PALE-GREEN FAIENCE UDJAT-EYE AMULET, Late Period, ca. 715-330 B.C. 

Drilled horizontally for sewing onto the bandages of a mummy, this udjat-eye 
amulet served to protect the deceased from the dangers of the Underworld and 
to assist in restoring the vitality of the physical body after death. The primary 
features of the eye are incised, as are the further details such as the individual 
eyebrow hairs and falcon markings. The color has mostly faded on the flat 
surfaces, but the large, raised dot of black that accentuates the pupil is still well 
preserved. L. 1” 300 

425. LIGHT GREEN HARE AMULET, Late Period, ca. 715-330 B.C. An amulet most 

popular in the Late Period, this green-glazed faience hare has a suspension 
loop on the spine supporting its long erect ears. The hare, a desert dweller, 
was credited with powers or regeneration. Its swiftness of movement and 
the keenness of its senses were also well known. Proverbially known for its 
production of offspring, especially in abundance, the hare amulet could be worn 
in life to endow the wearer with fertility or rapidity of movement or in death with 
the hope of rebirth. L. 1” 750 

426. BRONZE FIGURE OF HARPOCRATES (HORUS-THE-CHILD), Late Period, 

ca. 715-330 B.C. Shown seated, with shaved head and sidelock, Horus has 
his feet on the ground, his arms at his sides, and is nude except for a uraeus 
serpent atop his head. Horus-the-child is often shown seated on the lap of 
his mother Isis, nursing at her breast, but the loop behind Horus’ neck on this 
example, together with the square base on which his feet rest, suggests that this 
piece was independent of a larger statue ensemble. Since this piece is probably 
too large and heavy to be worn as an amulet, the loop on the back may have 
served to fasten this figure to a base- perhaps a seat upon which Horus sat- for 
use as a votive figure. H. 3” 950 

427. BRONZE OSIRIS, Late Period, ca. 715-330 B.C. Osiris is featured with the 

elaborate atef crown, generally composed of the bulbous White Crown of Upper 
Egypt, accented by flanking plumes, a uraeus, and twisted horns. Below the 
attached false beard, Osiris grasps the crook and flail, agricultural implements 
that indicate Osiris’ very ancient origins. H. 3 1/8” 350 

428. WOODEN CONCUBINE FIGURE, Late Period, ca. 712-30 B.C. This is a fine 

example of an ancient Egyptian concubine figure. This piece represents female 
reproductive power, and it is believed that the purpose of female figures like 
these was to reinforce or symbolize the sexual aspects of regeneration and 
rebirth. It is a finely carved figure with the arms missing. The underside is 
heavily incrusted.

429. IVORY LOCUST (GRASSHOPPER), Late Period, ca. 712-30 B.C. A rare 
Egyptian amuletic ivory locust sculpted carefully and naturalistically. Because 
of the reproductive qualities of this insect, the amulet probably bestowed 
fertility, although its swarming behaviour may also have led to connotations of 
plenty or riches. The piece is beautifully patinated with age cracks and earthen 
incrustation. Minor chips, otherwise intact. Extremely rare type.

430. BLACK GRANITE TORSO OF A PRIEST, Late Period, ca. 71 2-30 B.C. Ancient 

Egyptian priests, not necessarily religious figures as we now know them, had 
responsibilities ranging from acting as temple attendants to performing rites 
and naming holidays and ceremonies. This sculpture represents the figure of a 
muscular youthful priest. While hard stone figures such as this are not extremely 
rare, they are becoming increasingly difficult to find and are highly desirable and 
impressive pieces of ancient Egyptian art.

431 . PHOENICIAN GREYWACKE SCARAB, ca. 8th to 7th cent. B.C. Inscribed with 

standing figure with symbols in field. L. 7/8” 350 

432. LARGE STONE TIT-AMULET, Third Intermediate or Late Period Traces of 

original suspension loop at the top. The standard form of the tit- an open loop 
of cloth from whose knotted lower end hangs a long sash flanked by two folded 
loops- probably represented a cloth worn during menstruation. According to 
Chapter 156 of the Book of the Dead, the tit-amulet was to be made of red 
jasper and placed at the neck of the mummy, such that “the power of Isis might 
be the protection of his body.” This example exhibits only the general outline of 
the tit, none of the internal details of the loop or knots. Natural fissures in the 
stone have caused small pieces to break off at the corners, some of which have 
been repaired.

433. UNUSUAL DOUBLE SIDED FAIENCE UDJAT EYE, Late Period, ca. 715-330 

B.C. Drilled lengthwise for sewing onto the bandages of a mummy, this udjat- 
eye amulet served to protect the deceased from the dangers of the Underworld 
and to assist in restoring the vitality of the physical body after death. The original 
blue color has mostly worn away, except for traces in the incised details and 
within the wide drill hole. The primary features of the eye are molded in delicate 
raised relief, with a few details (the falcon markings) incised by hand. This 
example is notable in that both sides of the amulet are decorated with the udjat 
eye.

434. PALE-GREEN FAIENCE UDJAT-EYE AMULET, Late Period, ca. 715-330 B.C. 
Drilled lengthwise for sewing onto the bandages of a mummy, this amulet was 
made from a mold, with details applied by hand in black manganese before 
firing. Although the green color of this amulet has mostly worn off (except 
the edges), the black pigment outlining the primary features of the eye is still 
perfectly preserved. Placed on a mummy, the udjat-eye amulet served to protect 
the deceased from the dangers of the Underworld and to assist I restoring the

435. BRONZE CAT AMULET, Late Period, ca. 715-330 B.C. Exceptionally well 

modeled, this cat is shown seated, its front paws together, the tail curled 
up against the body. The eyes, ears, and the differentiation of the legs are 
all carefully indicated. The large loop attached to the back of the cat’s neck 
suggests that it was suspended on a string or necklace for use as an amulet. 
Since the female cat was particularly noted for its fecundity, this amulet may 
have enhanced its owner’s fertility.

436. LARGE RED FAIENCE PECTORAL SCARAB, Saite Period, ca. 664-525 B.C. 

Of very dense, glassy faience, this scarab has eight drill holes to permit sewing 
onto the bandages of a mummy, probably along with two wings of the same 
material. Each element of the beetle has been outlined in gold paint (perhaps 
modernly in an attempt to enhance its apparent value). The scarab beetle was 
a common symbol of regeneration for the Egyptians, and its use as a funerary 
amulet on the mummy was meant to guarantee the resurrection of the deceased 
in the Afterlife. Three-piece ensembles consisting of a beetle and its two wings, 
depicting the insect in flight, further emphasized the symbolism of flying up to 
heaven in resurrection. L. 2 3/8” 1500 

437. FAIENCE AMULET OF TYET, Saite Period, 26th Dynasty, ca. 664-525 B.C. 

Composed of glazed faience, the Tyet amulet, or Knot of Isis, represents a 
knotted clothing sash and offered the protection of the goddess Isis, as great 
mother goddess, and magical healer. These faience examples (it is also 
common for these amulets to be rendered in red stone) come from a funerary 
context, and were usually laid upon the mummy’s upper torso along with other 
amulets believed to aid in magical regeneration. This amulet functioned primarily 
to protect the mummy from damage or destruction.

525 B.C. Composed of glazed faience, amulets of the God Bes, represented 
as a dwarf with a full beard and a plumed headdress (missing), offered magical 
protection to the family - for women in pregnancy and to ward off disease and 
evil forces from the home. In other contexts, Bes brandishes a pair of knives in 
order to frighten evil away. In some depictions, he may carry a tambourine as a 
connection with the musical and entertainment functions performed by dwarves 
at the royal court. In this way he conveys a sense of joy as well as protection.

441. FAIENCE AMULET OF THE GOD BES, Saite Period, 26th Dynasty, ca. 664-

Here, she is a cow. She was regarded as the divine mother of the ruling king.

443. CHRYSOBERYL AMULET, Saite Period, 26th Dynasty, ca. 664-525 B.C. A

There is a double 
uraeus and solar disk with “N” design. The stone out of which this amulet is 
made is very beautiful. There are small bits of red showing on the underside 
which invigorate the beautiful green color.

444. MOTTLED BLACK AND DARK GREEN STONE HEART SCARAB, 26th 

Dynasty, ca. 664-525 B.C. The details are inscribed and sculpted into the form 
of a scarab beetle.

445. FAIENCE USHABTI OF HERU-ANKH, 26th Dynasty, ca. 664-525 B.C. A 

beautifully preserved turquoise glaze ushabti of Heru-ankh. It is inscribed “May 
he be illuminated, the Osiris, beloved son, prophet of Anubis, a true soul, or 
servant, Heru-ankh, born of Imy-pet, the true of voice.” Heru-ankh may be 
translated, ‘Horus lives!’ and Imy-pet may be translated, ‘She who is in heaven’.

446. RED STONE DJED PILLAR, 26th Dynasty, ca. 664-525 B.C. Djed Pillar, 
symbolizing stability, made of a hard red stone, hole for suspension at top.

faience scarab with nice detail. Pierced for suspension or sewing into the 
mummy wrappings.

448. EGYPTIANIZING PHOENICIAN STONE SCARAB, ca. 550-500 B.C. Classical 

Phoenician scarabs were made in Phoenicia in the period of the Achaemenid 
empire and represent the last major production of scarabs in antiquity. Found in 
Syria, this particular example has on its underside a worn depiction of a winged 
griffin. The griffin sits on its haunches, facing right, with its wings sweeping up 
over its back.

449. FAIENCE APIS BULL, Late Period, ca. 525-332 B.C. The Apis Bull, was a 
manifestation of the BA (the physical manifestation) of the god Ptah. Apis bulls 
were chosen specifically for their markings, and were worshiped through out 
their lives. The Apis Bull had its own “window of appearances” like the pharaoh 
did. This window was where the pharaoh would sit to hold court and be seen by 
his peoples. The Apis Bull would also be crowned at the time of its installation. 
The mother of the Apis would be venerated as a manifestation of Isis. When 


the Apis died, there would be national mourning, the corpse was embalmed and 
then taken along the sacred way from Memphis to Saqqara for burial in a granite 
sarcophagus in underground catacombs.

450. ROMAN EGYPT FAIENCE GRAPE CLUSTER AMULET, Late to Ptolemaic

523. AN EXTREMELY RARE CHINESE CHANGSHA WOODEN ATTENDANT, 

ca. 4th to 3rd cent. B.C. Sculpted in an elongated angular style with a shield 
shaped head, ridged brow and triangular nose.

The 
small torso has slots to hold arms and sits atop a long robe-like body. There are 
charred pigments throughout the piece, but it is likely that most of these figures 
wore cloth robes.

A.D. The 
hill censer or Boshanlu has a bowl pedestal crowned with a cone shaped top 
in the form of a stylized jagged mountain which is perforated for use as an 
incense burner. Olive patination with red speckling and areas of rough verdigris. 
Minor chips to the bowl-foot and a brake on the rim of the mountain. A wonderful
